,0 of the same, THAT from and after the Fifth day of July in the year 
One thousand eight hundred and Thv ty-ax, it shall and may be lauful 
to and for the proper Officers of Excise, and they are hereby directed p 
to require from all and every person and persons applying for such 
Tlce nse as in tl.6 said Act mentioned, to sell Beer, Cider and Spirits 
1 5 by Retail, to be consumed in any house specified in said License, being 

the same house as shall have been licensed in the year last immediately pwoo' 
preceding, and whose License shall not have been withdrawn or 
annulled, in addition to the Certificate of Six Householders of the parish 
in the said recited Act mentioned, a Certificate to the same purport and c. 08 . .. i. 
effect from the Chief Constable of the Constabulary Force acting in and 
for the district in which such house may be situate, and also a like 
A Certificate 
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Certificate from Tm of the Overseers appointed or to be appointed 
as provided in and by the said recited Act or by this Act, for the parish 
tn which such house is situate; and in such Certificate the said Two 

verseers shall state the time of their appointment, and that they 
acted as such Overseers at least for One Month in the year immediatelv 
preceding the date of such Certificate ; and such Certificate shall be 
Signed by the said Overseers without fee or reward. 

And be it further Enacted. Tliat no person appointed to serve Civil 
I3ill Processes sliall be capable, while he holds such office, of receivin.. 
or holding a License to sell Beer, Cider, Wine or Spirits by retail. “ 

And belt ftrlher Enacted, That so much and such parts of the said 
Act of the third and fourth years of the reign of His present Majesty 
M enact, that no person selling or licensed to sell Beer or Cider’ 
Spirits or Wine, by retail, to be drank or consumed on the premises’ 
shall have or keep his house or other place of sale open for the sale 
of Spirits, Wrae or Beer, nor shall sell or retail Spirits, Wine or Beer 
nor shall suffer any Spirits, Wine or Beer to be drank or consumed in 
or at such house or other place, at any time between the hours of 
Eleven of the dock in the night and Seven of the clock in the morning 
nor at any time before Two of the clock in the afternoon on any Sunday 
Good Friday, Chnstmas-day, or any day appointed for a Public Fast 
or Fhanksgivlngi ami so much of the said Act as imposes any fine 
penalty or forfeiture for breach of the aforesaid regulations; and so 
much and such parts thereof as enact, that it shall be lawful for anv 
Justice of the Peace, Chief Constable or Churcinvarden or Overseer 
or for any Constable authorized for the purpose by any such Justice’ 
to enter into any house or place kept by any person selling or having 
a License to sell Spirits, Wine or Beer by retail, at any time between 
certain hours in the said Act mentioned, and to remove from and nut 
out of such house or place any person shall be so found wiihio 
such prohibited hours in such house or place (not being a lojver or 
inmate of such house or place), and who shall appear to he or to“have 
recently been drinking, tippling or gaming therein ; and as imposes any 
fine penalty or forfeiture on any person who shall disobey or resist 
such Justice.

solemn declaration or affirmation not expressly allowed and required 
10 by law, or who shall observe on the admission of members, or on any 
other proceeding, any religious or other solemn mystery, rite or cere- 
mony, or seeming or pretended religious or other solemn mystery, rite 
or ceremony, not sanctioned by law, or who shall wear, bear or display 
on occasions of their meeting or assembling together, any arms, flags, 

15 colours, symbols, decorations or emblems whatsoever, to meet or 
assemble, or hold a meeting or assembly on any occasion or pretence 
whatsoever, in the house or other place of sale of such person so 
licensed, nor shall, on any occasion or pretence whatsoever, hang out 
or display, or suffer to be hung out or displayed, on, from or out of 
20 such house or other place of sale, any sign, flag, symbol, colour, 
decoration or emblem whatsoever, except the known and usual and 
accustom^ sign of such house or other place of sale usually fixed 
thereto in the way of business ; and if any such person shall knowingly 
permit any such body, union, society or assembly to meet or assemble, 

25 or hold any meeting or assembly, on any occasion or pretence what- 
soever, in the house or place of such person, or shall hang out or 
display, or suffer to be hung out or displayed, on, from or out of 
such house or place of sale any such sign, flag, symbol, colour, 
decoration or emblem whatsoever, except as aforesaid, any such person 
30 so offending shall forfeit and pay for every such offence the sum of 
and the License of such person convicted of such
